Point (A) t the prior art do not disclose that, "one or more additional accounts associated with the user that are maintained by the host 
system" in claim 1 . 

As to point (A), Fung discloses that, "a user of the central Web site can request additional sites (e.g., additional online registration 
information forms for destination web sites) to be added to the central Web site location at any time" (col. 5, lines 32-34). It is clearly that 
one or additional online registration information forms for one or more destination web sites = one or more additional accounts for one or 
more destination web site sessions are stored in the Central Web Site location (col. 5, lines 46-66). 

Point (B), the prior art do not disclose that, "automatically initiating one or more additional communication sessions between the client 
system and the host system" in claim 1 . 

As to point (B), Fung discloses that, 'The central Web site automatically sends the user's login information to the selected Web sites and 
automatically connects the user to content held at the selected Web sites, col. 5, lines 46-67". 
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
